RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Salable  cattle  receipts  at  the  12  markets 
totaled  194,000  compared  187,000  the  previous 
week  and  213,000  a  year  earlier.     Slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  at  most  midwest  centers 
closed   steady  to  250  higher  as  midweek  advances 
more  than  offset  early  declines.     However,   at 
Chicago  high-Choice  and  Prime   slaughter  steers 
sold  steady  to  31.00  lover.     Cows  were  steady 
to  500  higher.     Feeder  cattle  and   calves  sold 
steady  to  500  lover.     Barrows  and  gilts  were 
steady  to  750  higher,  mostly  25  to  500  up.  Old- 
crop  slaughter  lanbs  were  uneven,   steady  to  500 
lower  at  several  points,  but  steady  to  500 
higher  at  Chicago,   Sioux  City,  Denver  and  Fort 
Worth.     Spring  slaughter  lambs  sold  steady  to 
$1.00  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Slaughter 
steer  and  heifer  supplies  at  the   seven  markets 
were  little  changed  from  last  week,  but  sub- 
stantially below  a  year  ago.     Prices  rallied 
at  midweek  as  demand  for  carcass  beef  at  whole- 
sale levels  for  post-Easter  trade  improved   and 
at  most  terminals  early  week  downturns  were 
more  than  erased  leaving  prices  steady  to  250 
higher.     However,  at  Chicago  where  bulk  of  the 
high-Choice  and  Prime  steers  were  offered,  non- 
slaughter  Kosher  holidays  narrowed  demand  for 
these  kinds  and  they  sold  steady  to  Si. 00  lower. 
This  the  second  week  Prime  grade  steers  sold 
lower  at  Chicago.     Cows  were  steady  to  500 
higher,   except  St.   Paul  500  lower.     Bulls  sold 
steady  to  500  lower  and  vealers  steady  to  $2.00 
lower.     Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  grading 
average-Choice  and  below  made  up  the  majority 
of  the  run  at  most  terminals.     The  percentage 
of  feeder     cattle   and  calves  continued  rather 
small  for  this  season  of  the  year.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -    Receipts  of 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  midwest  markets 
were  somewhat  larger  than  the  moderate  numbers 
of  the  previous  week  but  fell  a  little  short  of 
the  same  week  a  year  ago.     Good  and  Choice 
grades  predominated  but  scattered   shipments  of 


mixed  Choice  and  Fancy  grades  also  were  marketed. 
A  fairly  large  percent  of  supplies  consisted  of 
450-750#  steers,     while  a  moderate  number  was  in 
the  800-1050#  range.     Most  of  the  latter  already 
had  received  a  start  on  grain  feeds.     In  a  re- 
action from  the  higher  trend  of  recent  past 
weeks,   prices  generally  were  steady  to  500  low- 
er.    At  some  markets,  where  supplies  were  small, 
prices  were  mostly  steady  but  at  Sioux  City 
where  numbers  were  relatively  liberal  the  market 
was  500  and  in  some  extremes  $1.00  lower. In  some 
areas  the  press  of  field  work  tended  to  keep 
country  buyers  away  from  market  centers  but  the 
current  weakness  also  indicated  a  definite 
lessening  in  the  early  spring  urgency  in  demand 
for  cattle  to  place  on  grass.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Hog  supplies  at 
12  markets  totaled   301,000  compared  with 
305,000  the  previous  week  and  304,000  a  year 
ago.     On  Monday,  hog  receipts  were  liberal  and 
lower  prices  prevailed  throughout  the   area.  How- 
ever,  on  the  following  trade  sessions  price  ad- 
vances more  than  offset  Monday's  declines.  Com- 
pared with  the  previous  week's  close,  barrows 
and  gilts  sold  steady  to  750  higher,   mainly  25- 
500  up.     Sow  prices  were  mainly  steady  to  250 
higher,   sons   sales  50-750  up  at  St.  Paul, Indian- 
apolis and   Sioux  City.     No.  1-3,   200-280# 
butchers  comprised  bulk  of  the  receipts  and  most 
centers  reported  an  increased  showing     above 
240#.     The  percentage  sows  in  the  run  was  quite 
varied,  ranging  from  5  percent  at  Kansas  City 
to  12  percent  at  St.   Paul.

Compared  last-  week's  close, 
wooled  old-crop  slaughter  lambs  sold  weak  to 
fully  50*  lower  and  shorn  lambs  finished  25*- 
75*  lower.     Marketings  of  spring  slaughter  lambs 
were  insufficient  to  provide  a  price  test.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 
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Wool  buyers  continued  active  in  the  domestic 
primary  markets  taking  up  all  grades  of  greasy 
combing  wools  while  trading  was  slow  in  the 
Boston  market  due  to  limited  supplies.  Prices 
were  firm  in  all  sections.  Trade  in  woolen 
wools  and  noils  remained  dull . 

All  Dominion  markets  were  now  closed  for 
the  Easter  recess.  The  closing  sale  in  New 
Zealand  was  held  at  Christchurch  April  16  as 
good  general  competition  prevailed  with  the 
market  firm.  The  South  African  markets  closed 
April  16  with  general  competition.  Activity  in 
Buenos  Aires  was  limited  while  prices  continued 
strong  in  Montevideo.  Australia  and  New  Zealand 
will  resume  auctions  April  30. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Medium  grade  fleece  wools 
including  medium  baby  combing  sold  at  51.07  clean 
basis  on  a  core  test.  Country  buyers  were  paying 
from  48-530  but  mostly  50-510  grease  basis  to  the 
growers  and  shearing  was  well  under  way  with  more 
favorable  weather. 

Territory  Wools  -  Grease  prices  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  States  were  averaging  around  550  to  the 
grower  this  week.  There  was  contracting  of 
three-eighths  and  quarter-blood  wools  with  a 
small  percentage  of  half-blood  grades  around 
Craig,  Colorado  estimated  to  cost  51.12-1.16 
clean  basis,  delivered  East.  Other  clips  of  bulk 
fine  and  half-blood  in  original  bags  were  esti- 
mated around  51.22-1.24  clean  basis,  delivered. 

Texas  Wools  -  Good  12  months  wools  sold  in 
Texas  in  a  range  of  51.25-1.30  but  mostly  51.28- 
1.30  while  8  months  wools  ranged  from  31.07-1.15 
clean  basis,  delivered.  Fall  wool  was  practi- 
cally cleaned  up  in  Texas  will  little  or  no  fall 
wool  available. 

Mohair  -  Trading  was  limited  in  Texas  and 
in  the  Boston  market. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Occasional  lots  of  greasy 
7  to  9  months  spinners  style  64s  and  64/70s  Cape 
wools  sold  for  shipment  around  51.26-1.30  re- 
spectively while  recent  sales  of  Montevideo 
super  skirted  60/62s  brought  around  51.28-1.29 
all  clean  basis,  duty  paid  for  shipment.  Cabled 
reports  at  week's  end  follow  with  combing  wools 
converted  to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed  yields  and 
short  wools  to  scouring  yields,  in  bond.

LESS  THAI!  CABLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEW 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  prices  were 
mostly  steady,   except  sales  at  Philadelphia 
were  weak  to  50rf  lower.      Cow  beef  closed  mostly 
steady,    aside  from  the  50rf-$1.00  advance  at 
Philadelphia.     Prices  for  veal  and  calf  at 
Philadelphia  and  Washington  were  firm  to  $3.00 
higher,   but  mostly  steady  at  other  points. 
Lamb  sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher,  however,   weak- 
ness prevailed  late  at  Philadelphia  and  New  York 
with  early  upturns  of  50£-$1.00  at   the  latter 
market  fully  erased  after  midweek.     Trends  on 
pork  loins  were  uneven  with  declines  of  $1.00- 
2.00  at  Washington  and  sales  at  Philadelphia 
strong  to  $1.00  higher  with  New  York  cloeing 
strong  and  other  markets   steady.     Other  pork 
cuts  mostly  unchanged  aside  from  Boston  butts, 
which  were  $1.00  lower  at  New  York. 

During  the  week  when  Jewish  holidays  were 
observed  kosher  steer  forequarters  sold  strong 
to  $1.50  higher,   bulk  $1.00  higher.     Prices 
held  steady  for  kosher  dressed  lamb,  veal  and 
calf  foresaddles.     Trading  was  moderately 
active. 

Normal   supplies  were  mainly  offered  at 
Eastern  Seaboard  markets,   but  in-shipment  of 
veal   and  lamb  reduced  by  a  few  cars  of  each 
class  at  New  York.     Feature  sales  of  traditional 
Easter  holiday  smoked  items  and  poultry  along 
with  start  of  Jewish  Passover  observance  were 
primary  factors  influencing  slow  turnover  for 
bulk  fresh  meats  this  week.     Beef  was  generally 
the  forerunner  in  movement  and  met  best  outlet 
of  various  classes.      Chucks,   however,   were  on 
the   slow  side,  but  demand  broadened  late     with 
chain  buyers  aggressive.      Trading  on  veal  and 
calf  was  moderately  active  and  demand  mostly 
fair.     Lamb  trade  was  uneven  and  generally  slow 
at   the  close  following  fairly  active  early 
movement  in  most  areas.     Best  action  for  pork 
came  late,  particularly  loins.     At  Washington 
some  pork  was  carried,    and  clearance  of  beef 
chucks  was  incomplete.     Otherwise  clearance  was 
fairly  broad. 

CHICAGO  -  Compared     to  the  previous  Friday: 
Steer  beef  steady  to  50^  higher,   heifer   steady, 
veal  about  $1.00  higher,   lamb   steady  to  50^ 
higher,  pork  loins  8-16#  $2.00-2.50  higher, 
Boston  butts  4-8#  $2.00-2.50     lower,    spareribs 
3#  down  unchanged. 

Veal  and  lamb  supplies  were  moderate,   beef 
and  fresh  pork  normal,   all  offerings  fully  ade- 
quate.    Beef  grading  Good  to   average- Choice  pre- 
dominated,   although  there  was  a  larger  volume 
of  high-Choice  and  Prime  on  the  market  than  in 
recent  weeks.     Lamb  carcasses  weighing  55-65# 


comprised  the  bulk  but  there  were  increasing 
numbers  of  spring  lamb  carcasses  available. 
Carcass  beef  trade  was  generally  slow, 
ribs  slowed  considerably  and  followed  a  lower 
trend,    rounds  also   slow  and  lower.

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CATTLE  AND   CALVES  ON  FEED,   APRIL  1,    1962 

A  total  of  7,200,000  head  of  cattle   and  calves  was  on  feed  for  slaughter  market  in  the  26 
major  feeding  States  April  1,   1962,     according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     This  number  is  1 
percent  more  than  the  7,100,000  head  on  feed  in  these  States  April  1  a  year  earlier,     but  down 
seasonally  from  the  7,862,000  head  on  feed  three  months  8go     (January  1,   1962).     Cattle  and 
calves  on  feed  declined  8  percent  from  January  1  to  April  1  this  year  compared  with  a  7  percent 
decline  during  this  period  in  1961. 

All  of  the  increase  in  number  on  feed  this  April  over  a  year  earlier  was  in  cattle  weighing 
less  than  900  pounds,   and  occurred  mostly  in  steers  and   steer  calves. 

In  28  States  (26  States  plus  Georgia  and  Alabama)  having  quarterly  data,   there  were 
7,291,000  head  on  feed  April  1,   1962  compared  with  7,990,000  head  on  feed  the  first  of  the  year. 
Comparable  1961  data  for  Georgia  and  Alabama  are  not  available. 

On  April  1,   there  were  4,974,000  head  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  in  North  Central  States — 
down  1  percent  from  the  5,042,000  head  on  feed  a  year  earlier.     Decreases  were  shown  for  most 
States  in  this  region,     however,  Indiana,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska  and  Kansas  were  higher  than  a 
year  earlier  and  Iowa  was  unchanged. 

There  were  1,814,000  head  of  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  April  1  in  the  11  Western  States —  7 
percent  more  than  April  1  last  year.     California,   the  ranking  Western  State,     was  up  12  percent, 
and  second  and  third  ranking  Colorado  and  Arizona  were  up  7  and  8  percent  respectively.     Declines 
were  shown  for  Montana,  Idaho,  Wyoming,  Nevada  and  Washington. 

Cattle  and  calves  placed  on  feed  during  January-March  this  year  in  the  26  States  totaled 
2,806,000  head,  1  percent  above  the  2,766,000  head  during  the  same  period  in  1961.     Shipments  of 
stocker  and  feeder  cattle  into  8  Corn  Belt  States  for  which  data  are  available  during  January  and 
February  this  year  were  down  18  percent  from  the  same  two  months  in  1961. 

Fed  cattle  marketed  for  slaughter  from  the  26  States  during  January,  February  and  March  1962 
totaled,  3,468,000  head — 5  percent  more  than  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

A  breakdown  of  the  April  1  number  on  feed  in  the  26  States  by  weight  groups  shows  a  somewhat 
smaller  number  in  the  heavier  weight  groups  compared  with  a  year  earlier.     The  900-1099  pound 
group  totaled  1,653,000  head,   a  decrease  of  5  percent,   and  the  over  1100  pound  group  totaled 
376,000  head,   a  decrease  of  25  percent.     All  other  weight  groups  were  up  from  a  year  earlier. 
Those  weighing  under  500  pounds  totaled  579,000  head  or  21  percent  more;     the  500-699  pound  group 
totaled  2,590,000  head— up  5  percent;     and  the  700-899  pound  group  totaled  2,002,000  head,   also 
5  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

In  the  26  States,   71  percent  of  the  cattle  and  calves  on  feed  April  1  were  steers  and  steer 
calves.     This  compares  with  70  percent  a  year  earlier  and  is  the  same  as  the  January  1,  1962  per- 
centage.    Heifers  and  heifer  calves  accounted  for  28  percent  of  the  total  compared  with  29  per- 
cent a  year  earlier  and  is  the  same  percentage  breakdown  as  on  January  1  this  year.     Cows  and 
others  made  up  1  percent  of  the  total,  the  same  percentage  as  last  year  and  on  January  1,  1962. 

In  the  26  States,  the  number  on  feed  under  3  months  at  2,696,000  head  was  up  slightly  from 
the  2,682,000  head  a  year  earlier.     The  3  to  6  months  group  at  4,043,000  head  was  up  2  percent 
from  the  3,946,000  head  last  year,     while  the  over  6  months  group,   at  461,000  head  was  2  percent 
below  the  472,000  head  on  April  1,   1961. 

Cattle  feeders  in  the  26  States  intend  to  market  47  percent  or  3,376,000  head  of  the  April  1 
inventory  number  during  April,  May,  and  June.  If  intentions  are  carried  out,  the  marketings 
would  be  2  percent  below  the  3,438,000  head  marketed  the  second  quarter  of  1961  from  the  April  1, 
1961  number  on  feed.  A  breakdown  by  months  of  anticipated  marketings  of  the  April  1  inventory 
number  during  the  second  quarter  of  1962  shows  35  percent  to  be  marketed  in  April,  34  percent  in 
May,  and  31  percent  in  June.  Expected  marketings  as  published  are  based  upon  the  usual  relation- 
ship between  survey  data  and  actual  marketings.
